DIVORCES TOO PLENTY IN MAINE. 


la fact, our divorce-laws actually en- 


courage a dissolution of the marriage 
contract; and, as a result, the number 
of divorces is annually increasing, while 
scores of lawyers find the business of 
getting parties divorced a profitable one. 
One lawyer is reported to have said that 
his practice would not be worth a pica- 
yune were it not for his divorce busi- 
ness. 


Of the 487 divorces granted last year 


238 were for desertion, 82 for adultery, 
79 for cruelty, 55 for drunkenness, and. 
38 for other causes, such as neglect to 
provide, incompatibility of temper, etc. 
One divorce, to which our attention was 
called at the time, was decreed in a cer- 
tain county for about as absurd and triv. 
ial a reason as one could possibly con- 
ceive, and yet because one liked "biled 
vittcls" and the other didn't there was 
a want of harmony between the two, 
which was sufficient cause for the mar- 
riage relations to be legally severed.— 
Boston Journal.
